~ Power On The Farm 


No industry under the sun has greater, more numerous and more varied! 
problems besetting it than has agriculture. Nowhere, perhaps, are these 
problems more difficult of solution thar in Western Canada, because of the 
immense range of the country and wide variation in seasonal and soil con- | 
ditions, and by no means least of these problems is the power question for 
the farm, . | 

A few years ago the introduction and popularization of large scale 
power machinery for farm use on the prairies, gave rise to a highly con- 
troversial topic usually designated: “The Horse versus the Tractor”. Many 
farmers aligned themselves in one of two camps, those who favored horses 
as the motive power on the farm and those who regarded the tractor as 
the one and only form of power worth while for field operations. | 

The controversy at times became tinged with bitterness and threatened 
to become an open feud. Cudgels—verbal ones, of course, were wielded 
with great vigor and even governments, university authorities and editors 
of farm papers were accused of truckling to the one side or the other. 

For some years it looked as though the advocates of power machinery 
‘vere in the ascendency and it was even freely predicted that the time was. 
not far off whn the horse would be as extinct as the proverbial dodo, save 
perhaps for a few specimens that would be preserved in zoological gardens 
for the benefit of the curious and the student ‘of natural history. 

After awhile the question appeared to lose interest as a public con- 
troversial issue within the agricultural domain. The bitterness gradually 
disappeared and discussion assumed a more moderate complexion. i 

Reason, which appeared to be tottering on her throne whenever the 
issue was raised, re-assumed her sway, partly because, like most other 
things, it gradually dawned on the genera) consciousness that there were. 
two ideas to the question and that neither one nor the other was wholly | 
right or entirely wrong. Changing conditions also, which have a habit of 
occurring in a non-static world, revealed that what might be true under 
certain conditions at a given time is not appropriate under the same, or. 
other conditions, at some other time. In agriculture, as in most other 
spheres there is no law of the Medes and Persians. 

And at this juncture, it might not be inappropriate to remark that this” 
is precisely the reason why farming is 4 hazardous enterprise and requires, | 
in addition to @ leavening of luck, a considerable amount of energy, ability | 
and good judgment, to ensure a sporting chance of success. i 

But to “return to our muttons”, it must be generally recognized to-day 
that both the horge and the tractor have their place in the agricultural 
scheme in the prairie provinces and both are likely to havea useful pur-| 
pose to serve for many years to come, 

This has recently been emphasized by A. E. Hardy, Professor of Agri- 
cultural Engineering of the University of Saskatchewan, acknowledged as 
one of the foremost authorities in the west on the subject, in a series of 
lectures to farmers. 

Professor Hardy pointed out that under certain soil conditions results 
which are impossible with horses can be achieved by power driven machin-_ 
ery and vice versa. He also pointed out that in some sections of the coun-— 
try where soil and other conditions are different farmers would find it 
almost impossible to carry on with horses at the present time. 

There are other considerations which must necessarily be a guide to 
the farmer in determining what type of power is best suited to his partic- | 
ular purposes and these include his own economic circumstances. There are : 
individual farmers and even some sections of the country where a combina- | 
tion of the two forms of power may yield the best results, | 

Then, too, the aptitude of the individual farmer and the type of help 
he is able to secure is an important consideration, There are men who | 
can get much better results from a team of horses than it would be pos- | 
sible for them to do with a tractor while, on the contrary, farmers with a 
mechanical turn of mind, under the same conditions, are able to achieve 
much more with a tractor than with horse power and with greater economy. 
Likewise, there are many farmers who could not get results with power 
machinery, whose sons aiding them on the farm have very little liking for 
livestock but can achieve wonders with power machinery, 

So that the question of the type of power to use on the farm is one 
which can only be solved satisfactorily by the individual farmer, taking 
into consideration the class of soil and the nature of the topography of his 
land, the size of Lis holdings, his own economic circumstances and his ewn 
aptitude, predilections and prejudices as well as those of the nature of help 
available. = 

In this respect the problem is like that of many others which have been 
or are the subject of heated controversy. The answer does 
dogmatic ruling but in the circumstances, operating condition, 
of the individual.

Bill Voted Down 


House Of Lords Rejects Measure To 


Permit Medical Men To Kill 
Incurable Patients 

The house of lords voted down pro- 
posed legislation to permit medical 
men to ill patients suffering from 
agonizing incurable ailments. 

Under the weight of opposition 
from such persons as Lord Dawson 
of Penn, the king's physician, and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
proposal was rejected by a vote of 
35 to 14. 

Despite present defeat, the bill's 
sponsor, Lord Ponsonby, predicted 
eventual passage of a revived meas- 
ure to permit “euthanasia” 
death). 

“I am certain,” he said, “that the 
time will come when parliament will 
have to regulate the matter and I am 
certain that a measure of this kind 
will be accepted some day. 

“I am afraid the alliance between 
prelates of the Church of England 
and doctors will defeat me, but I 
think it is not the first time the 
priesthood and medical men have 
worked together.” 

In leading opposition to the bill, 
Lord Dawson said sentiment was 
growing that the act of dying should 
be made more gentle, but that doc- 
tors alone could determine whether 
a& patient's desire for death was mere 
impatience, 


The Archbishop of Canterbury 


, said “I cannot but think it is better 


to leave this difficult and delicate 
matter in thé hands of the medical 
profession rather than to drag it into 
the open and regulate it by legal 
procedure, 

“In this matter I would trust the 
judgment and honor of the medical 
profession.”

“Ignorance,” Dr. Vizetelly points 
out, “masquerading as superior) 
knowledge, has wrought some) 
strange havoc with many of our com- 
mon words. Our first grammarians, 
having a profound knowledge of 
Latin, restored the original Latin’ 
forms wherever it seemed to them 
that we had departed from the purity 
of the elder tongue; hence, to-day, 
we still insert a wholly intrusive ‘b’| 
in ‘debt’ and ‘doubt’, though we make 
no attempt to pronounce it; and, for 
the good old English ‘parfit’ we have 
the alien ‘perfect’. 

“But some word changes,” Dr. 
Vizetelly goes on to say, “are due to 
neither confusion nor ignorance. 
There are laws governing word 


changes, but many occur without any| 


system or rule that philology has 
been able to discover. 

“Two words more remote in mean- 
ing to-day it would be difficult to find 


than ‘grammar’ and ‘glamour,’ yet) 


they were once one and the same. 
‘Grammar was the original. Then 
the meaning of glamour was attach- 
ed to the word and the new meaning 
in time, created a new form for itself. 
‘Furnish’ and ‘veneer’ were the same 
word originally. ‘Veneer’ took its 
own road with a specialized meaning, 
and they are complete strangers now. 
“Names of fabrics have come in 
along the old trade routes, and some 
of them have undergone curious 
transformations. ‘Taffeta’ comes 
from Persia ‘taften’, which means to 
twist or spin; ‘muslin’ from Mosul, 
in the Tigris Valley; ‘calico’ from 
Calicut, in India. : 

“And there are many others. But 
they have preserved the form and 
meanjng they had when we first ap- 
propriated them. ‘Serge’ and ‘silk’ 
were originally the same word; the 
Latin sericum meant Chinese, The 
word was applied to the product par- 
ticularly associated with China. It 
took a wide sweep through Russia 


to the Baltic, and entered England in| globe, 


Saxon times, practically as the word 
‘silk’. Sericum later came to Eng- 
land in the form serge. Two words 
wholly unrelated, but both traceable 
to exactly the same original word.”

Of Vegetables 


Proper Humidity And Good Venttia- 
tion Necessary For Successful 
Storage 

An earth floor in & vegetable cr!- 
lar is preferred to concrete as it 
facilitates the maintaining of a 
higher humidity so necessary for sat 
isfactory storage. Reasonable venti 
lation is also necegsary for the stor 
age cellar, which may be provided 
by flues in the top. 

Beete—Before going to storage, 
beets should be topped and carefully 
sorted to remove those affected by 
disease or damaged in handling. A 
good method is to lay them on the 
floor and cover with a small quantity 
of soil or sand. They keep best in 
& temperature ranging from 35 to 
40 degrees F 

Carrots and Parsnips—High humid- 
ity is also desirable for carrots and 
they should not be placed in piles 
over 18 inches deep. They should be 
covered in the same way as beets 

Cabbage—Bins or slatted shelves 
may be used for cabbage but they 
are better not piled over three layers 
deep. Another method is to pull the 
entire plant and hang to the ceiling 
of the cellar by the roots. 

Celery—-From two to four months 
is the usual time celery has been suc- 
cessfully stored at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station at Scott, Sask. 
The method followed is to pull the 
entire plant and stand it upright in 
moist sand well above the roots. The 
sand is kept moist but care is taken 
not to moisten the leaves or stema. 

Onions—Drying in the sun before 
storing is important with onions 
after which they may be hung in 
bunches to the ceiling of a reason- 
ably dry store room. 

Potaces and Turnips-—A cool and 
reasonably moist cellar is excellent 
for storing potatoes and turnips. If 
there is a concrete floor, a small 
quantity of moist soil may well be 
used on the floor, Whitewash on the 
floor or walls tn contact with pota- 
toes encourages the development of 
dry rot. 


Low Wheat Consumption 
Canadians Consume Less Wheat Por 
Capita Than Some Years Ago 

The Turgeon royal grain commis- 
sion, appointed to investigate the 
grain trade and find ways of extend- 
ing the sale of Canadian wheat, 
learned that the consumption of 
wheat in Canada has declined to a 
new low per capita. 

James McAnsh, statistician of the 
Canadian wheat board, gave the 
statistics to the commission when he 
appeared as a witness. Said McAnsh; 

“A population of nearly 11,000,000 
people (in Canada) consumed only 
3.9 bushels per head in 1935, the 
equivalent of 43,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, while in 1929 nearly 1,000,000 
less people consumed almost 1,000,- 
000 m re bushels of wheat. 

“Yhese calculations are made by 
dividing the population into the num- 
ber of bushels of wheat milled for 
food in Canada. A’ fairly constant 
figure of about 4.5 bushels per capita 
has held between 1923 and 1929 but 
since that time the trend has been 
steadily downward with 1935 making 
a new low of 3.9 bushels per capita.”
